From the Convention Center, walk EAST on Broadway 
about *% mile up the hill. Leave your car and walk be- 
cause you will pass the folks stuck in traffic jams. 


From Broadway Middle School, walk SOUTH to Broad- 
way then EAST up the hill to the evacuation assembly 
area. 


A local earthquake (along the Cascadia Fault Zone) may 
be your only warning. You likely have less than 15 
minutes to reach higher ground. More distant earth- 
quakes will not give the shake warning, so sirens will 
sound for 3 minutes at intervals. 

We do not expect an earthquake or tsunami during 
your visit, but advance plaing helps you prepare for 
the unexpected. (See map on page 45)
